Adjusting  blurred  lenses  back  to  that  date  in  '37  when 
we  met  at  Lasell,  we  can  visualize  ourselves  as  a  confiased  swarm  of  terrified  newcomers 
timidly  asking  to  be  shown  to  Miss  Beede's  office,  standing  in  awe  before  the  seniors, 
and  trembling  with  fear  when  addressed  by  a  faculty  member.  How  quickly  that 
scene  faded  from  our  minds,  leaving  behind  a  composed  group  of  well-molded  juniors! 
Out  of  chaos,  with  understanding  seniors  to  help,  our  leaders  stepped  forward  to  guide 
our  faltering  footsteps.

We  wisely  chose  Mary  Curtin  and  Margaret  Schneider  as 
heads  of  Bragdon  and  Woodland  respectively.  They  have  kept  us  prudently  dis- 
ciplined. Martha  Watkins,  Louisa  Clark,  Ruth  Shepard,  and  Laura  Cobb  distin- 
guished themselves  on  the  basketball  floor,  and  scored  us  to  victory  over  the  seniors. 
Actresses,  Bonnie  Baker,  Virginia  Holland,  and  Mary  Jean  Schultz  shared  honors  with 
the  senior  cast  in  Spooks;  and  Katherine  Farnell,  Virginia  Holland,  and  Barbara 
Albrecht  stole  the  show  in  Jonesy.  Jane  Leckie,  our  ranking  student,  represents  the 
intellectual  ability  of  our  class.  With  righteous  self-esteem,  we  can  acknowledge  our- 
selves as  THE,  and  not  A  junior  class. 

When  dark  nights  of  autumn  brought  forth  furtive  figures  from  Bragdon  and 
Woodland  to  seek  caps  and  gowns  in  cellars,  rooms  and  attics  of  senior  houses,  the 
seniors  quelled  all  our  attempts,  and  established  themselves  as  our  superiors  in  a 
spectacular  mid-night  ceremony.  Recognizing  their  position,  we  scarcely  dared 
venture  informally  within  the  doors  of  Clark,  Carpenter,  Gardner,  Dillingham,  and 
Pickard  until  our  freshness  had  somewhat  worn  off".

Most  of  us  are  New  York,  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Connecticut  Yankees.  We  have  all  contributed  to  the  character  of  our 
class.  We  recognize  initiative  among  students  like  Meredith  Prue,  who  interviewed  Paul 
Hindemith,  noted  German  composer  for  the  News;  we  see  artistic  ability  in  Anne 
Brooks  and  June  Conklin,  musical  gifts  in  Rachel  Reed,  and  ambition  in  Marjorie 
Lind.  As  the  athletic  field  has  proven  outstanding  athletes,  so  has  the  Barn  been  a  stage 
for  our  talented,  nightly  entertainers  of  those  gathered  there  to  enjoy  their  singing, 
dancing,  and  playing. 

Though  our  early  mischievous  days  become  obscure  in  the  past,  we  still  like  to 
clear  away  the  mist  sheltering  juvenile  pranks.

All  meml)ers  ofLasell  are  members  of  the  College  Government  Association.  Each 
member  entering  College  accepts  this  membership,  which  carries  with  it  obligations 
and  responsibilities  as  well  as  privileges.  The  Government  of  this  Association  is  vested 
in  the  Executive  Council,  consisting  of  representatives  both  from  the  various  houses 
and  the  day  student  group,  together  with  three  members  of  the  Faculty. 

This  year  the  College  Government  Association  of  Lasell  continued  to  carry  out 
the  decision  of  the  Council  of  1936-37.  This  was  that  the  Council  would  accept  the 
challenge  of  self-government  with  its  combined  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial 
powers  with  the  vice-president  of  the  Council  presiding  over  the  Student  Court. 

A  formal  installation  took  place  on  December  sixth,  at  which  time  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  took  the  Executive  Council  oath : 

"I  promise  to  maintain  the  spirit  of  Lasell  by  upholding  the  regulations  of  the 
College,  and  by  helping  create  public  opinion  consistent  with  the  ideals  of  the  college. 

"I  promise  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  Lasell  Junior  College  to  take 
full  responsibility  for  reporting  infringements  of  regulations;  to  pledge  secrecy  in  all 
matters  discussed  confidentially  within  the  Council;  and  to  abide  by  the  majority 
decision  thereof." 

Three  class  presidents  pledged  full  cooperation  with  the  Executive  Council  and 
with  the  ideals  for  which  it  stands. 

During  the  year  1937-38  this  group  brought  about  many  legislative  changes  and 
assumed  judicial  power  when  the  necessity  arose.  A  conference  of  Junior  College 
Government  Associations  was  held  at  Stoneleigh  College,  Rye  Beach,  N.  H.,  which 
was  attended  by  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  Association.  It  was  agreed 
at  this  time  to  hold  such  a  conference  annually  in  order  to  broaden  the  ideas  and 
practices  of  the  Junior  College  Government  Associations. 

The  College  Government  has  progressed  rapidly  and  steadily  this  year,  and  we 
hope  it  will  continue  to  grow  in  the  future.
